Mr. Wears reported the payment 
of the debentures amounting to $4500 
and interest, totalling in all $4770, and 
presented the debentures for inspec- 
tion, and Mayor Shrimpton announc- 
ing with much pride that the Town 
of Strathmore was now absolutely 
free of debt. 

The annual question of dog taxes 
came up, and Oliver Wright reported 
upon the trials and tribulations of 
making collections from many who 
own a dog, but are not very enthus- 
jastic in their ownership. 

He was given very definite instruc. 
tions that all must pay and pay 
promptly, and that the animal, whether 
in the puppy class or the aged ranks, 
must be paid for or the animal des 
troyed. 

Hairy Miner was appointed Deputy 
Mayor for the months of February, 
March and April. 

A communication was read from the 
Public Works Department at Edmon- 
ton, in which the Department is will- 
4ng under specific conditions to pay 
half the cost of building the Calgary 
highway through the town, and had 
given an approximate cost of $5500. 
The town to pay for the work, sub- 
ject to the inspection of the Depart 
ment, and upon the same being re- 
ported upon favorably the Department 
would pay one-half the cost within 
one year, 

The Department apparently insists 
upon building a full mile of road while 
only half a mile is needed.

BIG REFINANCING PROJECT 
—e- 

OTTAWA—The Commons have giv- 
en preliminary approval to the hat! 
billion dollars refinancing the 
Canadian scheme under consideration 
by Finance Minister Robb, when it 
passed the Finance Minister's resolu- 
tions and gave finst reading to two 
bills authorizing the raising of 
$500,000,000 and creating facilities for 
the turnover of the bonds, 

Approximately half the billion dol. 
lars of indebtedness—$446,000,000— 
falls due in 1933, and $534,000,000 
ralls due in the following year. The 
Legisiative authority which is sought 
is for $500,000,000, but if the plan is 
worked out and if the financial mar- 
hets are in proper condition, there 
will undoubtedly be further legisla- 
tion in succeedjng years to deal in 
a similar manner with the other half 
of the huge amount. 

To Meet Debt From Revenue 

The Finance Minister announced 
to the house during the comparative 
ly brief discussions in the prelimin- 
ary stages that he expected the Dom- 
inion Treasury to be able to meet 
with cash from year to year, debts 
falling due between now and 1933 in 
the” following approximate amounts: 

1928, $53,000,000; 1929, $60,000.000; 
1980, $63,000,000; 1931, $77,000.000 
and 1932, $73,000,000.

The question put to Ernie White- 
side, one of Strathmore enthusiastic 
golfers: “What is this Golf?", and 
he in his quiet way, replied: 

“Golf is a form of work made ex- 
pensive enough for @ man to enjoy 
it. It is physical and mental exertion 
made attractive, 

“Golf is what letter-carrying, ditch- 
digging and carpetbeating would be 
if those three tasks had to be per- 
formed on the same hot afternoon in 
shonmt (pants and caolored socka by 
gentlemen who required a different 
implement for every mood. 

“Golf is the simplest looking game 
in the world when you decide io 
take it up, and the toughest looking 
after you have been at it ten or 
twelve years, 

“It is probably ithe onfy known 
game a man of my age can play a 
quarter of a century and then dis- 
cover that it was too deep for me in 
the first place. 

“The game is played on carefully 
selected grass with little white balls 
and as many clubs as the player can 
afford. These little balls cost from 
75 cents to $25, and it is possible to 
support a family of ten people (all 
adults) for five months on the money 
represented by the balis lost by some 
golfers in a single afternoon. 

“A golf course has eighteen holes, ' 
seventeen of which are unnecessary 
and put in to make the game harder. 
A ‘hole’ is a tin cup in the center of 
a ‘green’. A ‘green’ is a small parcel 
of grass costing about $1.98 a blade. 

“The ball must not be thrown, 
pushed or carried, It must be pro- 
pelled about by a bunch of curious- 
looking implements, especially de- 
signed to provoke the owner. 

“Each implement has @ (specific 
purpose and u'timately some golfers 
get to know what that purpose is. 
They are the exceptions. 

“After each hole has been complet- 
eq the golfar counts his strokes. 


Then he subtracts six and says, 
‘Made that in five. That's one above 
par’.”

“Money is cheap in the markets of 
the world today,” Mr. Robb explain- 
ed.

If We cannot convert 
them at a rate of interest sufficiently 
law to save the country money we 
wont do it. We are told by financial 
men that there are transactions go 
ing through their books of these out- 
standing bonds every day.” 

Robert Gardiner, Progressive Lead- 
er, asked if it were within the power 
of the Government to call them in 
and Mr, Robb replied the negative. 
He informed the House that $225,875,- 
000 of the bonds were payable in 
New York and about $311,668,000 
payable in London, A considerable 
portion of them, he said, were tax 
free, 

Mr. Irvine—I do not think we will 
ever have a better time than this 
for Canada to take up her own bonds. 
! am still at a loss to know why the 
credit of Canada the Financial Min- 
ister takes to Wall Street with him 
is not good enough for Canada. 

Mr. Robb—In this refunding we 
propose to give Camadidans the pre- 
ference, What I say to the bond men 
is they will have to come down io 
the rates of the world or we will go 
somewhere else.

The Reeve’s Report 

It is again my privilege to submit 
to you a brief report of the activities 
of your Council for the past year. 
Your Council and officers in 1927 con- 
sisted -of the following: Reeve H. S. 
B. Chamberlain, Deputy Reeve E. F. 
Wheeler, Councillors E, Nelson, F. J. 
Nash, H, Groves and A. J. J. Weyers, 
Secretary Treasurer D. N. Gardiner, 
Auditors Messrs W. H, A, Thompson 


& Co., Chartered Accountants, and 
Dr. J. W. Giffen, Medical Officer 
of Health, 


Eleven meetings of the Council were 
held in 1927, all of which were attend. 
ed. by all Councillors except the 
Deputy Reeve, who was unavoidably 
absent for two meetings, These meet. 
ings have all been productive of co- 
operation on the part of eaclt Council. 
lor for the benefit of the Municipality 
as a whole. 

You have before you the auditors 
report and financial statement forthe 
past year, and I do not intend to com. 
ment at any g-reat length on it either 
now or later on. If there should be 
any further questions which you care 
to ask regarding the financial state- 
ment after this report .is read, I have 
no doubt but that the Chairman will 
permit them. 

The report of the Medical Officer of 
Health, submitted to the Council, 
shows that the general health of the 
Municipality during the past year has 


‘been good. We, fortunately, have been 


free from any s#eri6us epidemics, al- 
Though affected by the general 
quarantine imposed by the Provincial 
Board of Health during the Provin. 
cial epidem-ic of Infantile Paralysis. 
Comparatively few cases of scarlet 
fever, chickenpox and measles have 
occured in the district in 1927. I 
again point out to you the necessity 
of reporting any contagious disease at 
once to the Medical Officer of Health. 
The quarantine effected thereby is 
usually sufficient to check immediately 
the spread of the infection throug 
the district. 
tine is actually a service to the com- 
munity in that it pretects the health 
of others outside of the home quaran 
iined, 

In accordance with the wishes of the 
last annual meeting, the contract with 
the Strathmore and Bow Valley 
Standard was again renewed, whereby 
each resident ratepayer is rurnishe 


with the Standard and the Council 
pay for this service at the rate of 
$1.00 per annum per subscription. 


Last Dominion Day, July 1st, being 
the Diamond Jubilee, the Council 
arranged for the official] opening of the 
Recreation Grounds East and South of 
Carseiand on the Bow River. ‘This 
was carried on in co-operation with the 
M, D. of Dinton No. 189. Due to the 
inclement weather, the function had 
to be postponed a few days, but on the 
day selected the weather was very 
agreeable, We wtsh to express ap-

tails connected with the opening of 
the grounds. The cost was borne 
equally by our Municipality and the 
Dinton Municipality. 

We have been fairly free of legal 
troubles during the year, although we 
had suit entered against us for the 
recovery of $2,000.00 on account of 
alleged breach of warranty in the sale 
of the Twin City engine lately owned 
by the Municipality. Naturally the 
Council had to enter a defence to this 
action which ultimately was with. 
drawn, It was not withdrawn soon 
enough by the originator of the action 
to enable the Council to escape con- 
siderable legal fees. On two other 
occasions the Couficil have been 
obliged to see legal advice concerning 
the C.P.R. bridges, and a prospective 
agreement regarding the lease of a 
tractor, 

During the past year the Council 
have had negotiations with the C.P.R. 
and the surrounding Municipalities 
regarding the askew bridges of the 
company. Generally speaking the 
municipalities have arrived at a mutua] 
agreement with the company that 
where the cOffpany renew a bridge 
over their c&nal which is askew, by 
placing one in alignment with the 
road, that the Municipalities, individ. 
ually, agree to construct the approach 
thereto. The company agree to main- 
tain the approach thereafter as part 
of their irrigation works. This much 
we believe is a step forward. Just 
lately the Council have agreed to take 
over the bridges on the road allow- 
ances over the 3A spillway of the 
company. This spillway has been 
abandoned by the company and is now 
under taxation again, The bridges re- 
ferred to are only in fair condifion, 
one being good and th, other two 
fair.

Editor Strathmore Standard, 
Dear Sir: 

In view of the fact that this Muni 
cipal Districy, is submitting to the 
people a Bylaw to authorize an ex 
penditure for the purpose of building 
a fireproof office building with vault. 
I beg to give the following informa- 
tion regarding the Council's action. 

At the last annual meeting, 1927, 
it was voted that the Council proceed 
with the construction of a new office 
|as Soon as possible. Under the pro 
visions of the Municipal District Act 
it is necessary for the Council to sub- 
mit to the ratepayers for their ap- 
provai all questions of this nature en- 
tailing the expenditure of a sum in 
excess of $1,000.00 in any one year. 
The cost of this building, I expect 
will, be in the neighbourhood of 
$3200.00, although the By-law gives a 
further limit of $300.00 in excess of 
this amount! The money will be 
raised by way of taxation in each of 
the years of 1928 and 1929, and in the 
first instance will be available from 
the actual cash on hand carried over 
from previous years. Spreading the 
cost over the two year period wiil 
mean an incréase of not more than 
one-half a mill on the Municipal tax 
rate in each of the years mentioned. 

The Council are.very much in favor 
of the construction of this building 
as they feel that it is only right and 
proper that the records of the Muni- 
cipality should be amply protected 
from any chance from fire. They feel 
that the initial cost fs only about 5% 
of the value of the Municipal records 
and that ithe loss of the records would 
mean a loss to the Municipality whick 
could never be repiaced. 

The Council urge every ratepayer to 
register his vote on the 25th instant. 
either in support of the by-law or 
atherwise, They desire a full vote on 
this question,

Some little time ago it was sug 
gested that some of the members ot!

invited to visit Strathmore and give 
an address explaining in- detail what 
that, Club has been able to accom.

Club, 

The keeping of the roads open has 
reached the point that is the most 
important Community work that may 
be tuken up by any local organization, 

Just what should be done is not 
quite so clear, nor the most satis 
factory method to adopt. Not. absol 
utely unanimous, but the verdict is 
surely universal that the time has 
arrived when the roads must be 
kept open. 

They ‘must be kept open in order 
that business may not be blocked; 
they must be kept open for the con- 
venience of the farmers of the dis- 
trict, and they must be kept open in 
order that the value of farm lands 
along and adjacent to open highways 
may not be retarded and handicapped. 

Twenty years ago every snowstorm 
meant a blocade of the railways, and | 
quite a common event for trains 
to reach their destination from one 
to three days late. Why? Simply 
because at that time the railways 
were not properly equipped to meet 
the conditions. Today it is seldom 
that more than a few hours delay is 
caused by dfiy storm, and it is noth- 
ing unusual under quite adverse con- 
ditions to see the trains running 
quite on time during a heavy snow 
fall, and the explanation is that they 
have the equipment and experience. 

The same condition may be secured 
for the roads by the obtaining of the) 
proper equipment.

PUBLIC SPEAKING 
IS RECEIVING 
MUCH ATTENTION 


The Standard is much pleased with 
the attention that is being given to 
developing the gift of public speaking 
by Principal S. H, Crowther in the 
Strathmore School, and the teache: 
at Langdon, Carseland and Dalemead. 

When the importance of this work 
is considered, and how much public 
speaking has to do with the affairs 
of life, parents cannot too highly ap- 
preciate the efforts of the teachers 
in developing the natural abilities of 
the pupils; without their work these 
qualities would remain dormant, 

It is to be hoped that among some 
of the pupils from this district, one 


may be found who may advance in the 
big Oratoric&tl contest to be held in 
Calgary shortly. 

The Tpronto Globe has the follow- 
ing upon the subject of public speak- 
ing: 

Great oratord are able to pway 
people in a marvelous manner, history 
is full of instances of this, and our 
readers will recall passages in Shake- 
speare in which this is fully demon. 
strated, But there is much to study 
in public speaking; there must be no 
mistakes in grammar; there must be 
a clear understanding of the value 
and the meaning jof words; there 
must be a thorough knowledge of the 
subject spoken fof; there must be 
clear thought, a proper arrangement 
of argument, a power to meet inter- 
Tuptions, a ready wit to answer ques- 
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ledge of elocution. This by itself is 
a formidable list, but wouid-be speak- 
ers will find by experience that it is 
by no means a complete one. 

Public speaking has been regarded 
as an art for centuries. The Greeks 
and Romans cultivated it highly, and 
as time went on the harauZues of 
Peter the Hermit, the eccentricities 
of mediaeval preaching, the earnert- 
hess of the Reformation, and the 
stormy speeches of the French Revo. 
lution were all forms of it. Gur own 
British history shows the changes 
which have taken place in it, It has 
been well pointed out that there have 
been in this four greai schools of pub- 
lic speaking, of oratory, or of elo- 
quence, whichever term is preferred. 
The first was marked by such men 
as Chatham and Burke, Sheridan, 
Walpole, Putney, and Lord Chester. 
field. The second included William 
Pitt Fox, Grattan, Windham, Canning, 
Plunkett and Tierney. The third was 
dominated by Peel, Brougham, Lynd- 
hurst, Sheil, O’Connell, Palmerston, 
Gladstone, Derby, Lowe, Disraeli, 
Russell, Cobdgn da Bright, The 
fourth is the distinctly modern school, 
represented by Asquith, Lloyd George, 
Churchill, Snowdon, Birkenhead and 
Baldwin, We advise our readers to 
study the speeches of these men, and 
then contras, them with those made 
by great speakers of today. Gone are 
the various styles of the olden days, 
wid the modern one, the one required 
today, can be taken to be that of 
Premier Baldwin who abhors decla- 
mation and the old peroration. Again 
it can be said that today brevity is 
wanted, and that means study in con- 
densation. The Prince of Wales and 
Lord Byng are masters of this. It 
will be remembered that when the 
Dominion House meets new rules will 
be in force as to the length of speech- 
es, which clearly shows the tendency 
of the age,

Rear-Admiral Thomas P. Magruder 
said last night that the most disas- 
trous war for progress, humanity and 
Civilization would be one between 
Great Britain and the United States, 
but that such a war was too remote 
even to warrant consideration. 

He said in the course of a speech 
at the annual dinner of the Real 
Estate Board of New York, that he 
favored a smaller naval building pro- 
gram than that advocated by United 
States naval experts. Large naval 
building programs tend to competition 
among nations, he said, and competi- 
tion, especially in armaments, tend to 
produce war. 

“I consider a well-balanced fieet for 
the United States,” he said, “is one 
consisting of 18 battleships, 28 modern 
light cruisers, 126 destroyers, 20 fleet 
submarines and 135,000 tons of ar- 
craft carriers.”

For years business envoys from the 
United States have gone abroad to 
study trade methods, and recently 
many countries have been sending ob- | 
servers to discover the reasons for 
American prosperity. The interesting 
point is that Americans themselves 
scarcely \know, and are much less 
agreed upon, the secrets of their own 
prosperity. However, a quest to find 
out the whys and wherefores has been 
started, The United States Departmnt 
of Commerce has appointed a com- 
mittee to study economic currents. 

Varies countries are working upon 
different theories, some of them ap. 
parently being diametrically opposite 
in practice. In Germany, for instance, 
the tendency is for long hours and 
low wages to keep down the cost ot 
production. In the United States the 
tendency is toward higher wages and 
shorter hours on ®ie assumption that 
autoniatic machinery, mass produc 
tion, and efficient management will 
reduce costs and that it is economic. 
ally sounfer to keep all possible 
wages flowing to buyers to supply and 
make the market for goods. In Eng- 
land, instead of business dicharging 
the responsibility of caring for the 
workers, doles are paid to an army of 
unemployed partially by the Govern- 
ment, Recent conferences there in- 
dicate a recognition of a reasonable 
working day, but the cry is for lower 
wages. Italy favors the regular hours, 
but is inclined toward raising instead 


of lowering wages.
